The University's new FM station, 
WBKY. "We Broadcast Kentucky," 
will make its appearance in the mid- 
dle of February. This is the second 
ition of its type in the state and 
is the first to provide a regular pro- 
cram service. 

FM station stands for frequency 
modulation M op|>osed to amplitude 
modulation, the type with which 
most everyone is familiar. A 
gpasW tot or mi adapter for the old 
tyi»c is required to hear the new 
program, as frequency modulation Is 
very much different from the older 
type of radio. There are at present 
approximately 300 FM sets in the 
I^xlngton area. Plans to build Uic 
new type of radio using both ampli- 
tude and frequency modulation arc 
beini; studied by radio manufactur-

Many frequency modulated sta- 
tions can be located on a single 
channel; thus it will be possible to 
have many thousands of FM. sta- 
tions in the United States on only 
a few channels. 

The various channels range from 
42.000 to 50.000 kilocycles. WBKY 
will be on the 42.900 channel. There 
are 44 FM stations on the air at the 
present.
